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Bethany Care seniors 
housing slated for 
Dorin land

Conditional approval was recently granted by MPC for 
a subdivision of land slated for a new senior-oriented 
assisted living facility in Didsbury, meaning the Bethany 
Care facility is one step closer to providing Didsbury 
with a much-needed senior living complex. 

The land, located at 1233 15 Ave. in Didsbury, is being 
purchased from Didsbury residents Herman and Shirley 
Dorin. It is being subdivided into a 5.5 acre plot from a 
114.55 acre parcel, providing the space required to build 
the 100-unit continuing care and assisted living facility. 

The process of obtaining the land has been moving 
slowly, hut with the subdivision of the land conditional¬ 
ly approved, Bethany Care Society can now focus on 
making its land purchase and completing facility plans, 
said Greer Black. President and CEO of Bethany Care 
Society. 

“We’re moving forward on a number of fronts - our dis¬ 
cussions with the government, with the land purchase, 
and the plans - in some cases it's slower than what we’d 
anticipated.” 

The Government of Alberta has already committed a 
$10 million grant to the facility through its Alberta 
Supportive Living Initiative (ASLI), but Black said the 
final costs of the building are yet to be determined. 

“Until we get the design finished, the final cost of the 
project will be up in the air," said Black. 

Black said Bethany Care Society's architects are cur¬ 
rently working to implement the criteria they’ve been 
given for the structure. 

“They haven’t got a lot of things on paper yet in terms 
of the building’s look,” he said, adding that the architects 
are focused on coordinating the inclusion of the many 
criteria that Bethany Care Society requires the spaces to 
have. 

He said regrettably there is nothing to show the com¬ 
munity yet because it is simply too early in the game. 

Black said the society’s next steps include a survey of 
the property and an environmental assessment of the 
land deemed to be purchased from the Dorins. 

“We have not finalized land purchase issues yet,” said 
Black. “But we re working on it.” 

Although Bethany Care Society is aiming to begin con¬ 
struction in the spring, Black said that how puzzle pieces 
of planning, designing and approval processes come 
together would dictate whether that start date is a rea¬ 
sonable one. 

The land is currently undeveloped, and therefore will 
likely need to be connected to municipal sewage and 
water, said Black. 

“We would have to connect to those municipal servic¬ 
es just like* anybody else within (la- town.” 

In the case of this facility, Black said “assisted living" 
entails care for many types of people in varying states of 
health, including those with dementia, Alzheimer’s, 
those with reduced mobility, and people who need 24- 
hour health care and assistance. 

This includes personal care assistance and support for 
dressing, bathing, or any mobility issues inherent to 
those with wheelchairs and walkers. 

“We’ll have health-care aides and LBN (Licensed 
Practical Nurses) in the building and able to assist 24 
hours a day, seven days a week," said Black.

Legion honours Afghanistan veterans

Franklin was saved by 
another soldier whom he 
taught just a few days 
prior to the incident how 
to tie a tourniquet to stop 
blood loss. The incident 
left Franklin without his 
left leg and his right was 
badly injured. It had to be 
removed at the 

Landstuhle Regional 
Medical Centre in 

Germany a few days later. 

Franklin told the assem¬ 
bled audience at the 
legion that military medi¬ 
cine is making great 
strides that should help 
civilians in the months 
and years to come. He 
said the courage that dis¬ 
abled veterans show in 
their rehabilitation should 
be a lesson to everyone. 


“We bring different 
ideas about what rehab 
should be,” he said. 

Franklin said that 
Canadians went to 
Afghanistan thinking they 
could change the culture 
there. By applying 
Canadian sensibilities, 
they managed to help the 
local population as it con¬ 
tinues to struggle toward 
democracy, he said. 

Franklin challenged 
people to change the sys¬ 
tem in Canada to help 
bring civilians some of the 
advances that military 
personnel have been able 
to access - especially 
when it conies to medical 
care. 

“We can do a lot of 
things overseas, but some 
of the most difficult 
things (are changes) at 
home," he said. 


In an interview prior to 
his speech, Franklin said 
it was important for small 
towns such as Olds to 
hold the ceremonies 
because that is where a 
majority of the casualties 
have come from in 
conflicts over the past 
century. 


The Olds branch of the 
Royal Canadian Legion 
honoured the soldiers 
who served in 
Afghanistan on Friday and 
Saturday with a series of 
events to mark Canada’s 
contribution to the inter¬ 
national effort there. 

Saturday was capped off 
with retired Master Cpl. 
Paul Franklin speaking 
about his experience in 
Afghanistan and the lega¬ 
cy left by Canadian sol¬ 
diers. Franklin was left as 
a double leg amputee 
above the knee after a sui¬ 
cide bomber attacked the 
convoy he was in on Jan. 
15, 2006. He was serving 
with the 1 Field 
Ambulance of the 3rd bat¬ 
talion of the Princess

There is increasing concern regarding dog defecation throughout town, as well as dogs 
unleashed in the parks or walking down the street. Be advised that allowing your dog to be 
off leash is not permitted in the Town of Didsbury. 

A zero tolerance policy is now in effect and a provincial ticket will be issued immediately 
should you be found allowing your dog off-leash. 

I have received numerous complaints from the public and have personally witnessed dog 
owners allowing their dogs to defecate in the new wetlands area north of Memorial Park. 
This new area was built for all Town residents to enjoy and dog owners who allow their 
dogs to run off leash and defecate throughout this area or any area of town, are being very 
disrespectful. Please keep your dog on a leash at all times and clean up after they do their 
business. Those not abiding will be issued a provincial ticket. 

I encourage residents who witness either a dog off leash or a dog defe- 

J eating, to report it to Animal Control. A written statement will suffice 
and a ticket will be issued based on the statement alone. If dog owners 
refuse to pick up after their dogs, the Town of Didsbury will have no 
choice but to consider raising pet registration prices to off set the cost of 
cleanup.

With the final two 2011 
Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association rodeos 
held this past weekend at 
McCord, Sask. and Hanna, 
Alta., most of the rodeo 
hands have packed their 
saddlebags and ridden off 
into the sunset. 

Results of these rodeos 
were not known at press 
time. 

Still, for those cowboys 
and cowgirls who qualified 
for the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo being held at Rexall 
Place in Edmonton from 
Nov. 9-13, their dreams of 
a Canadian Championship 
are still alive because they 
will be competing in the 
most important rodeo on 
the 2011 calendar. 

Through the years, 
Central Alberta, stretching 
from Airdrie to Red Deer, 
has been a hotbed for 
CPRA champions. 


Excluding the results from 
Hanna and McCord, it 
appears three area con¬ 
testants will be packing 
their saddlebags one more 
time and trekking to 
Edmonton to participate 
in the CFR, which attracts 
the top 10 ntoney earnings 
in seven disciplines, sad¬ 
dle bronc riding, bareback 
riding, bull riding, tie¬ 
down roping, steer 
wrestling, ladies barrel 
racing and team roping. 

Olds team roper Travis 
Gallais, along with his 
partner Kevin Schreiner, 
has secured a spot into the 
year-end finale as they 
have $11,376 in earnings to 
date. They are comfortably 
in fifth place in the team 
roping standings. 

Qualifying for the CFR is 
old hat for Gallais as he 
has tipped his hat at the 
CFR for 11 years now.

2006 and 2009. 

Meanwhile, two 

Cochrane steer wrestlers, 
Straws and Tanner Milan, 
will be vying for their first 
Canadian steer wrestling 
championships. Straws 
has pocketed $20,932 in 
earnings with Tanner tuck¬ 
ing $17,002 into his jeans’ 
pockets. 

Another Cochrane rodeo 
hand, Steven Turner, has 
wrapped up the 2011 all- 
around championship by 
pocketing $28,364 in work¬ 
ing the steer wrestling and 
bullriding events.

While 
rodeoing down south, 
they will be trying to 
improve on their PRCA 
standings in an effort to 
qualify for the 2011 
National Finals Rodeo 
being held at Las Vegas, 
Nev., in December. 

The only area cowboy to 
recently capture an NFR 
World title was Didsbury 
saddle bronc rider Glen 
O’Neil. 

For the past several 
years, American cowboys 
and cowgirls have been 
participating on the CPRA 
circuit and several have 
ridden away with 
Canadian championships. 

At the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo, all contestants 
have an equal chance at 
winning a Canadian cham¬ 
pionship.

Meals, housekeeping, and linen changes will be pro¬ 
vided, and recreational programs will be in place for 
active seniors. 

Basically, the entire facility is designed to cater to the 
needs of seniors, and each person who lives at the facil¬ 
ity will be able to access services specific to their 
needs, said Black. 

“Assistance for people with medical conditions who 
need regular monitoring will be taken care of by LPNs, 
with registered nurse supervision,” said Black. 

Discussions are ongoing with Alberta Health Services 
in terms of operating agreements, and meetings with 
Alberta’s Seniors and Community Supports are also

being conducted, he said. 

Initially, there was a brief holdup of the subdivision’s 
approval, due to the MPC’s desire for confirmation that 
an oil well site on the land was indeed abandoned. 

The well was still listed under “suspended” status by 
the ERCB (Energy Resources Conservation Board), 
though it was presumed to have been capped and aban¬ 
doned in April of 2008. 

About two weeks later, it was deemed abandoned by 
the ERCB, making previously attained setback radius 
relaxations (from 100 m. to 75 m.) the Dorins had 
acquired from the ERCB unnecessary. 

So far, no objections or negative feedback has been 
received from adjacent neighbours regarding the pro¬ 
posed facility’s presence in the area, reported develop¬ 
ment officer Dani Woodman at the MPC meeting on 
Sept 14.

You can’t ask for anything 
better than that.” 

If local women watching 
the documentary are to take 
anything away from the 
film, Whiteside said it’s that 
they need to be proactive in 
the pursuit of their own 
health. 

She was a healthy 36-year- 
old with no hist ory of breast 
cancer, no pain, and wasn’t 
old enough to be required to 
have regular mammography 
done. 

“I didn’t have a clue.” 

“If one woman checks 
herself, or fights for a mam¬ 
mogram -1 had to fight for 
mine - because of my story, 
and finds their cancer 
quicker than I did - that 
would make my life.” 

“I want people to know 
there Ls life after Her 2.” 

The film’s director, Phyllis 
Ellis of Ontario, described 
her experience working 
with the women in the film 
as life changing. 

“It completely changed 
the way I look at things, 
both not only as an artist 
and filmmaker, but as a per¬ 
son,” said Ellis. 

“They had a huge impact 
on me. You can use the 
cliche words like strong and 
powerful and brave. But 
those things seem almost 
trite - because* they really 
know how to live. 

“It got under my skin. Not 
only did I film these 
women, I established 
friendships with them.” 

“I don’t think you need to 
have experienced cancer to 
watch this film in order to 
walk away having learned 
something," said Ellis. 

“By watching the film, 
you really get to know each 
of the women intimately, 
and their stories are both 
heartbreaking and life 
affirming,” said Alison 
Gordon, the film’s executive 
producer and VP of Rethink 
Breast Cancer. 

“We hope About Her will 
(silicate and inform viewers 
and ultimately inspire 
young women with breast 
cancer to know they an* not 
alone." 


Rethink is the first 
Canadian breast cancer 
charity to put the spotlight 
on women 40 and under. 

“Not that long ago there 
wasn’t any hope for these 
women,” says Gordon. 

“With the advent of drugs 
like Herceptin, there is 
hope women diagnosed 
with Her 2+ breast cancer. 
You can survive,” she said. 

Herceptin is the first drug 
developed that specifically 
targets and kills the Her2 
protein that causes the 
tumour to grow, explained 
Gordon. 

HER2+ breast cancer 
affects approximately 20 to 
30 per cent of breast cancer 
patients, which means 
upwards of 5,000 women in 
Canada are currently fight¬ 
ing this destructive disease. 

The documentary will 
also air on Wednesday, Oct 
5 at 7 p.m. ET/PT on W 
Network, and Saturday, Oct 
15 at 9 p.m. on OWN (Oprah 
Winfrey Network).

“That’s tiie way we always 
deal with stuff. At family 
gatherings, if you had some¬ 
thing to say, it had better be 
funny," said Whiteside. 

Although she says she 
had to slow down work at 
Sweet Iron Silver Co., the 
silversmithing company she 
owns and operates, 
Whiteside was determined 
to keep going - a fact evi¬ 
denced by her trips to the 
city for chemotherapy. 

“When I went for chemo 
treatments, I dressed up, 
wore makeup, had a wig on, 
wore high heels,” says 
Whiteside, saying it made 
her feel better about the 
process. 

“Like hell was I going in 
sweats." 

Keeping things in per¬ 
spective helped her remain 
positive, said Whiteside - 
especially when she would 
see or meet other people 
during treatments who she 
considered to be in worse 
shape. 

“I consider myself very 
lucky," said Whiteside. 
“There's always something 
worse.” 

Always the optimist, 
Whiteside noted that if she 
had not been in the 
chemotherapy unit of the 
Tom Baker Cancer Centre 
in Calgary, she would not 
have been fortunate enough 
to meet her now liest friend 
Allison Lane, a stage come¬ 
dian, and Tasha Westerman, 
both of whom are also 
among the film’s nine 
women. 

As Whiteside says in the 
film, “You don’t know what 
sort of metal you’re made of 
until you’re thrown into the 
fin*.” 

Whiteside recently went 
through additional surgery, 
which removed areas of 
concern doctors discovered 
in her uterus and ovaries. 

“I just got my pathology 
back, and the margins wen* 
clean. With what they took 
out, I don’t need any addi¬ 
tional chemo or radiation.

There are many artists living in this region who have 
become artists in their retirement years. Two of them, Bill 
Anthony of Didsbury and Bill Windsor of Olds are also 
both retired schoolteachers, and both share a passion for 
lifelong learning in their chosen field of art . 

Bill Anthony owns a successful art studio, Unique 
Stained Glass Works. Bill began his love affair with stained 
glass almost 20 years ago when he was still a teacher in 
Manitoba. Busy raising his children with his wife, Merrilee, 
and volunteering to coach basketball and call hockey 
games, it wasn't until 1994, following retirement, when he 
was able to open his own store and devote himself to his 
artistic leanings, creating beautiful pieces of stained glass 
work. 

Flying over Manhatten one day, Bill was inspired by the 
symmetry of the street grid below; it reminded him of a 
computer board. This vision triggered something in him 
and he began to experiment using the electronic boards 
with his stained glass work. There was nothing to help him 
though, no other artists were doing anything remotely sim¬ 
ilar; he even had to devise his own tools to cut and shape 
the boards! More experimentation followed and eventual¬ 
ly, using the foil and solder method of stained glass, he cre¬ 



ated a totally new art form! 

Upon retirement, like thousands of other Alberta sen¬ 
iors, Bill Windsor and his wife Ruth, migrated to the 
warmer climate of Arizona It was there that Windsor 
learned a new craft that has become his passion, the art of 
woodcarving. 

"I started in Yuma where a fellow handed me a piece of 
wood and a pattern. That first effort turned out reasonably 
well and from there I was hooked," says Windsor. 

Being recreational artists wasn't fulfilling enough for 
either Windsor or Anthony. But they each chose a different 
path. 

Bill Anthony developed a new artistic flavour because 
he wasn't satisfied staying with the status quo. His passion 
led to national television exposure and many calls for 
commissioned work throughout North America 

"Pretty much anything can be done with the (computer) 
boards," says Bill. "You are only limited by your imagina¬ 
tion." 

Windsor's imagination has taken him on a different path, 
where the excellence he strives for is on a more personal 


level. The intricate detail, painstakingly etched into every 
one of Windsor's creations, is testament to his love of the 
art and mastery of the skills he has acquired. He craves the 
appreciation he receives from those who see his work. He 
prides himself on his many awards, rightfully earned, from 
People's Choice Awards to Carver's Choice Awards. 

Both Anthony and Windsor have worked diligently at 
their crafts. They study, read books, experiment, and con¬ 
tinue learning. Artists are perhaps the most active in put¬ 
ting lifelong learning into action.

As Windsor says, he has never considered himself to be 
artistic.
